Charles J. Kickham, one of the 

chiefs of Fenian conspiracy, die.; 
nesday, August 88d, aged 5? years at 
a place called Boater to wn, a suburb 
of Dublin, Ireland. 

Mr. Kickham was a semi-mute. 
lie became deaf and dumb at 18 years 
The cause of his deafness 
was the explosion of some powder, 
which he was drying near a tire. The 
explosion, it is said, also seriously af- 
fected his eyesight. 

Despite the double misfortune, ho 
was one of the leaders of the Confe- 
deration Club, which caused the Bri- 
tish so much trouble during 1848. 

Whether he ever attended a deaf- 
mute Institution, is no known, but it 
seemsprobablethat.be did. as it is 
mentioned that at the time of his 
death his eyesight was so poor that 
he had to converse by signs and words 
spelled in bis hand. 

Kickham was one of the best 
known novel writers in Ireland of to- 
day. 

Mr. (lladstone once spoke of him 

in the House Commons as a writer 
of uncommon ability, and .John 
Bright addressed a highly complimen- 
tary letter to him in regard to a novel 
'•Sally Kavanagh ; or. Untenant 
ad Craves." Though his health and 
infirmities forced him to lead a life of 
retirement for several years, he has 
always held the highest, esteem of all 
- of the Irish people, and his 
opinions on mooted questions have 
ever been looked for with eagerness 
and received with deference. 

When the suppression of Fenianisni 
was undertaken by the government 
in lS.'ul. Kickham was one of those 
lit. He was ar- 
rested in c with Stephe 
use of tin on Fn 
terrace, Sandytnount. He made no 
systematic defense on his trial, but 
briefly commented on the evidence 
himself. Then reviewing in a few 
words the course of Irish History, he 
ended with the sentence, "tiiv'c us 
our country to ourselves and let us 
see what we can do with it." He was 
sentenced to fifteen years' penal 
servitude, and was confined succes- 
in Richmond and afountjoy 
prisons, Dublin and I'entonville", 
Portland and Woking, England. His 
health, however, became so very bad 
that, on the return of the Liberal 
.Ministry lo office m 186ft, be \> 
once released. His bearing had be- 
come utterly ext met, and his sight, 
never I .1, dreadfully, impaired. 
The former he never recovered, the 
latter new progr e ss i ve ly worse, and 
of late his principal means of com- 
munication with the outer world has 
been through a system of signs appli- 
ed to the sense of touch. Some 
ago he fell into bad circumstances, 
and through the Freeman's Journal, 
of Dublin. f% subscription which 
amounted to £1,800, with which an 
annuity that, secured comfort of his 
later days was purchased. 

His afflictions were always borne 
witli fortitude, and the literary ener- 
gy he displayed since his release from 
prison lias been a constant, matter of 
surprise to those who knew his situa- 
tion. His first effort, appeared in 

in tho Dublin 
They consisted of stories of strong re- 
volutionary leaning and a beautiful 
sketch of Edward Walsh, a well- 
known [risk poet. In the Irish J'co 
/>!<' he wrote, in 1864, " Leaves from 
a Diary," reminiscences of his Amo 
rican trip, and •• A Re of the 

Irish national movement, besides nu- 
merous tak - and editorials. He 
Wrote eonrtoversial articles for 
the Dublin Irishman. Since he re- 
lease lie has written four novels. Two 
these "Sally Kavanagh" and 
" Kuoehwagow > 'or. The Home of 
Tipperary." were published some 
years ago ; another. '• Flsie Dhuv."

(hose marked unprov cluents in our condition. 
Cut, is even the present satisfactory? 

Do the professions, trades, offices of honor and 
profit, open their doors and offer us th.

favored speaking and hearing brethren? 

Ho t lie people when speaking of us regard us 
with the same reaped and consideration as they 
would if our eius we-e not scaled and .Un- 
as free and natural as theirs? liy no 
means. 

ML What is the desirable relation for us to 
sustain to society V 1st. It is not desirable for 
us to appear to the rest oi' the world as depen- 
dents. The sooner the idea vanishes from men's 
minds that we are not an impotent and mendicant 
class, the better for us. We recognize and ac- 
knowledge with a sense of profound gratitude, 
that the Slate iiiunilicent ly rapports 
our Alum Itater; but does it not do the same 
thing for the speaking child in its thousands of 
school houses, in its two Normal schools, and its 
;\ '.' In I ict. every one of our Dumber 
who in any «:n encourages this sentiment. Hand 
ought to be regarded as our dofamor. and an 
of himself and his class. The world is 
full of indolent and shiftless men and woman, 
but such as overcome obstacles assert their man- 
hood and womanhood, and strive to rely uTxm 
I ii energies and not lean upon public 
charity and help, secure the admiration and rc- 
llieii- fellows, no matter what may be 
their race, color or class.

:id ll is desirable that we should all bo ablo, 
in some honorable way. to sustain ourselves, and 
to divest ourselves of the idea that wo arc too 
old to learn at any period of life: and to deter- 
mine that the end of our school days shall only 
be the beginning of our progress iii all that is 
desirable, so far as making complete men and 
women.of ourselves is concerned. Our motto 
should lie "Bxoelaior" higher and higher - 
not for a day, but for a lifetime. 

How can wa reach the point desired ? 1st, We 

must remember thai the axaotioni of 

sre and rigid, The world is not willing 

to give, unless it lias a fan- and reasonable ex- 
pectation of receiving again. We may D) 

to us, unless we have some- 
thing to give in return. We may not expect the 
refined and cultivated to delight' in intercourse 
with us. unless we have something to impart. 
Extensive reading, patient thought, minds stor- 
ed wall with knowledge, either from observation 
or the result of our own thinking, general self- 
improvement must be our constant aim. 

N\ e must be done with clannishness and incl- 
usion, and sock in all honorable and 
proper ways the elevation of our minds and 
hearts. The world soon comes to recognize 
these qualities of mind and heart, and seek after 
them, in short, make yourselves such as every 
good man and woman may de-irc to ni. 
associate with. Then there will be no need for 
x we are neglected, or that we are not 
properly treated : but men will gladly recognize 
us as their equals, and delight In oiir | 
and in our society.

A letter from Miss Katie Norris, 
of Chicago, expressing regret that she 
could not be present, and sending love 
and greeting to all, was then read. 

Rev. Job Turner said that Princi- 
pal Swiler, of the Wisconsin Institu- 
tion, who was formerly a teacher at 
the Illinois Institution, requested him 
to say how sorry he was not to be 
able to remain to the Hemiion and 
meet his old pupils. 

The President then read a paper 
entitled " Religious Work among the 
Deaf." He endeavored to show what 
a debt the members owed to the State 
and tlieir Alma Mater. In the course 
of his remarks he informed them it 
had been estimated there were up 
wards of two thousand deaf mutes in 
the State who had been educated, and 
the number was rapidly increasing. 
To cancel this debt in a substantial 
way, would be to elevate the status 
of our community. By keeping ques- 
tions of morality out of the way, they 
would forever be deficient in regard 
to morality in their private lives, in 
moral sense. Destroy the Bible, the 
church, the prayer meeting, and they 
will forget God and his Command 
meats. As far as picnics, pleasure 
excursions, etc, are concerned, the 
mutes never say a word about tlieir 
inability to spend their money. The 
Qsllaadet and C'lere monuments and 
the Garfield Bust, are an evidence of 
their ability to undertake whatever 
may be conductive to their prosperity, 
poaoe and comfort, Monuments, 
busts and other memorials, have no- 
thing to do with our welfare. F,\cur- 
rions, reunions, parties, etc., have no- 
thing to do with our souls. 

To remedy the once growing evil 
of unchrisiianity among the deaf- 
mutes of Ibis aid other States, the 
Northwestern Deaf-Mate Christian 
Association w.is established fifteen 
veers ago, December 13th, 1S67, by 
Missis. Charles H. Laughlin, W. A. 
•Vispin, Frank Kead and the late Se- 
lah Wait. Soon after, one hundred 
and seventy-one dollars and seventy 
five cents ($171.75) was collected 
from deaf-mates during the years 
1867-8. Mr. Crispin collected twen- 
($'2G) from- hearing persons. 
Hud the Association continued, the 
total would have reached a very large 
figure. Il was. however, reorganized 
in September, 1877, with the same 
officers as directors. The object of 
the Association is to give the gospel 
to dc.it'-tniites in the sign language. 
Prompt and enlarged measures are 
indispensable to the advancement of 
Christ's kingdom.

Mr. Ihiniielle's oration, K. P. Holmes 
mads the following remarks : " If so- 
ciety were deprived of Compulsory 
Education, it would be undermined 
and probably ruined. Education is of 
the greatest importance to society. 
During the war between h'rance and 
Germany, following the defeat of the 
French, it was discovered that a large 
majority of the French prisoners were 
ignorant persons, which probably ac- 
counts for tlieir defeat." 

Key. dob Turner advised the audi- 
ence not tn be discouraged by tin- ob 
stttcles in their paths, nor to fear to 
State tlieir opinions when circumstan- 
ces rei[ttired. We are not now oblig 
ed to submit to oppression as was the 
case many years ago. 

.1. E. Gallagher, among other 
things, spoke of the trades which can 
be acquired in most institutions in the 
United States. lb- thonghl every pu- 
pil should learn his trade thoroughly 
before leaving school, otherwise he— is 
liable not oniy to injure himself, but 
the institution from which he came, 
and .all others of his class. 

Mr. Goodman urged all to prove to 

the public their ability to care for 
themselves, and that they were cupa 
ble of doing as well as their Speaking 
friends and other persons. At the 
conclusion of his address, he informed 
the audience that if a mute failed 
after being a member of this Institu- 
tion, it was his own fault. 

Mr Head spoke at some length on 

the advisability of remaining at home 

.among their friends, or where they 
were known, rather than starting out 
in the world alone, and rambling over 
untry in search of employment 
among strain;, 

Dr. (iallaudet spoke on the domes 
tic responsibilities of deaf-mutes and 

the duties they owed lo society, and 
gave some very excellent advice. 
The meeting then adjourned. 



He closed by asking the deaf-mutes 
present to lend their aid in forward- 
ing (be movement, and invited them 
to become members. 

LoBtcr Goodman said that he dif- 
fered with Mr. Head on the point 
that memorials, busts, monuments, 
etc., were of no use. He explained 
that a monument, like a book, tells a 
story fraught with good to genera- 
tion after generation. He pointed to 
the Gallaudet and Clere monuments at 
Hartford. Ct., which commemorated 
the pioneer labors of those to whom 
we as deaf-mates owe so much. 

Dr. Gallaudet endorsed the ob- 
ject aimed at in Mr. Read's paper, 
and gave a short account (if his mis- 
sion work and the .Mission society of 
which St. Ann's Church in New York 
is the centre.
